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headlines of the hour Clinton has 20 electoral votes we estimate Bush none below none Clinton is off to start 
rolling like a big wheel through Georgia cotton field Clinton has won two states we estimate and one of them 
is Georgia with 13 electoral votes this is potentially big news for the Democrats early they get a crack in what 
was previously the solid south to the Republicans we estimate when all the votes are in encountered Bill 
Clinton will have Georgia's 13 electoral votes a very big important State for him to carry in New Hampshire in 
the upper northeast Bill Clinton takes it New Hampshire almost always goes for Republican candidates not 
this time for electoral votes go in Bill Clinton's column from there Vermont a special whirl for Bill Clinton 
tonight three electoral votes in Vermont now to upper northeastern states have gone for Clinton Vermont and 
New Hampshire plus a big one down in Georgia in Indiana 12 electoral votes this state normally gets called 
very early for the Republicans not so this time that could underscore the word could be an indicator of what's 
to come later tonight in the actual votes in encountered 19 percent of the precincts reporting from Indiana 
President Bush leads he is expected to carry this state but his lead over Governor Clinton is not such that we 
feel comfortable at this moment saying he has carried the state now let's show you Kentucky in the 
Bluegrass State eight electoral votes both Bush and Clinton fought very hard for it both Bush and Reagan 
carried this during the 1980s but with the polls closed there for more than a half hour it's still too close to call 
these are the actual votes in and reported with 53% of the precincts reporting so far Clinton 20 electoral 
votes 270 needed to win Bush has none and Perot has [Music] 
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[Music] election night with Dan Rather Ed Bradley Connie Chung Mike Wallace Bob Schieffer and Charles 
Kuralt [Music] from CBS News election headquarters in New York here is Dan Rather hello and welcome to 
what we hope you will find to be the clearest most complete and up-to-the-minute election night analysis 
anywhere on your dial with the first substantial results of the night in so far there are the possible makings 
out there underline the word possible italicized the word possible the possible makings of not a very good 
night for the top of the Republican ticket it's too early to say who's going to win this election however the fact 
that Bill Clinton has carried Georgia is big news the biggest news of the hour the last time Vermont and New 
Hampshire went for a Democrat was in the Johnson landslide of 1964 against Barry Goldwater tonight both 
New Hampshire and Vermont by our CBS News estimate we think when all the votes have been counted 
both of those northeastern states will have gone to the clinton-gore ticket and there's also early Southern 
Comfort tonight for clinton gore in the georgia results let's go to the map that will tell tonight's presidential 
story remember it isn't the overall vote that finally decides it it's 270 electoral votes needed to win clinton has 
carried the states in blue georgia New Hampshire and Vermont the other states they're in white on your set 
for those of you looking in color that the polls have closed there but we do not have enough information to 
indicate a winner a big one and possibly an important one in Florida this is one of the so-called big 


enchiladas by everybody's arithmetic if the bush-quayle ticket does not carry Florida it's very difficult for them 
to win and usually Faridah goes heavily Republican so heavy that you can call it in the first few minutes that 
has not 
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in the first few minutes that has not happened so far also in Indiana which is normally heavily Republican no 
call there Kentucky a southern border state that the Democrats thought they might have an easy time in not 
so Kentucky too close to call now helping us try to sort out who won who lost and why and what it may mean 
to you CBS News chief Washington correspondent Bob Schieffer is keeping tabs on the US Senate we also 
already have a couple of decisions in Senate races Connie Chung is following the important issues in 
campaign 92 including some of the initiatives that you the voters put on the ballot around the country that 
would include the death penalty of issue on the ballot in the District of Columbia 60 minutes correspondent 
our old friend Mike Wallace looking into some of the nooks and crannies odds and ends that you may not 
have thought about in this campaign he'd be talking to you about some of the funny or advertising respond 
your television screen Sunday morning correspondent Charles Kuralt or old Powell bring you his unique 
insights on the election from among other places on the road and 60 minutes correspondent Edie Bradley 
will tell us why we voted the way we did Edie on the presidential desk now Bill Clinton has apparently carried 
Georgia what did it for him well for one thing in Georgia Clinton share of the white vote is 10 points higher 
than Dukakis in 1988 he got about the same share of the black vote as Dukakis did in 88 he's getting 37% of 
the white vote and that's what did it for him we took a look at talking to people coming out of polls across the 
country and saw one issue that stood head and shoulders above all others and it was the economy and the 
state of the economy we asked people only 1% thought the economy was excellent 18% good but take a 
look at the negatives 46% not so good poor 33% that's a total of 79 percent who had a negative view of the 
economy and when we asked them about the president's handling of the economy only 34 percent approved 
of his handling 22 percent disapproved somewhat and 43 percent disapproved strongly so you look at the 
negatives that's a total of 65 percent who had a negative view of the president's handling of the economy 
how does that pay off in the in the polls 
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does that pay off in the in the polls take a look at two states Democrats don't win New Hampshire Vermont 
ninety percent of the voters in New Hampshire said the economy is very bad a poor 41 percent of 
Vermonters say that their personal financial situation is worse off than it was four years ago so the economy 
and jobs clearly the issue above all others there was nothing else that seemed to be even close Bill Clinton 
leads in the electoral college of vote count the all-important one 270 needed to win Clinton has 20 electoral 
votes by our CBS News estimate neither Bush nor Perot has any now five Senate races at this hour results 
are in - we believe Bob Schieffer those two results are in well we have another now this just in state of 
Florida as expected incumbent Democratic Senator Graham will be returned to the US Senate from Florida 
now if you're asking what's happening in Florida in the presidential race answer is we do not know to close 
Indiana carries for George Bush no surprise here we're now comfortable in saying that Indiana will go for the 
bush-quayle ticket widely expected as we mentioned before the importance at this hour if any is that it took 
so long for Indiana to get a call indicating a closer race there than is generally the case if George Bush did 
not carry Indiana by more than say eight percentage points it could indicate he's going to have a very long 
night but George Bush gets his first electoral votes of the night Bill Clinton we estimate now has twenty 
George Bush has 12 Bush having carried Indiana by our CBS News estimate we think when all the votes are 
in encountered in Indiana that George Bush will have carried it now note on the map in white states where 
the polls have closed but we have not enough results in which to make an estimate the biggest one of those 
is Florida if George Bush does not carry Florida if he doesn't carry Florida that would be considered the 
biggest sign so far that he might be in for a long night already our CBS News estimate is that Bush quail had 
lost Georgia not good news for them but and this is important the election is a long way from being over for 
those of you 
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way from being over for those of you where the polls are still open particularly those of you in the Rocky 
Mountain States in the West we have a long way to go please go out and vote it's a but most important spa 
beeper what's happening in the Senate | in Vermont Leahey is returned Leahy wins in Vermont I think Dan 
also that the dan coates has won in Indiana and | think that is going to be a sizeable victory for him you just 
mentioned Bob Graham has won in Florida so far what's happening in the Senate race is is what is 
supposed to happen you have incumbents that were heavily favored that are winning there are a couple of 
very close races we should know the answer to before this hour is out that is down in Georgia where white 
Fowler's in a very tough contest with Paul Coverdell a former Peace Corps director and Fowler we can say 
has taken a lead there that as yet though we cannot call that race also down in South Carolina one of the 
hottest races of the night Fritz Hollings going against Tommy hartnett this one we're showing these 
percentages now but this one is not ready to call this one is much closer at this point than those percentages 
show one of the things we have found that as we've looked around tonight is is how are the parole voters 
cutting what we're finding is incumbent senators when it looks like when they picture themselves as agents 
of change they are getting the parole vote it's a very close race notice here both Hollings and white Fowler 
down in Florida getting only 40% of the parole votes so for them it's a very tight race but there's a lot of 
change just the smell of change in the air tonight down and when you see Democrats starting to win in New 
Hampshire it's going to be a long night I'm afraid for Republicans well at this hour and in the hour to 
immediately follow this one | can tell you that it will be so exciting to make the wax pop out of your ears if you 
love politics and here's why there is change in the air you can already see it in the results a Democrat for the 
first time in a long while in the presidential race has carried Georgia that's our CBS News estimate Florida no 
decision there yet it's an absolutely must get both Florida 
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it's an absolutely must get both Florida and Texas absolutely have to have it for the bush-quayle forces to 
have much of a chance as the evening goes along our count at the moment is Clinton has 20 electoral votes 
by our CBS News estimate George Bush has 12 Perot Nunn Perot strength is expected to be whatever he 
has mostly in the southwest and perhaps the very far west but that's the way it stands at the moment with 
270 electoral votes needed to win Connie Chung we know that the economy is issue number one two and 
three but there are other important issues at work in this wind of chains it seems to be blowing that's right 
and we looked at the issues that mattered most but also the issues that mattered least because they are just 
as telling let's look at the issues that mattered most first as you said economy 43 percent deficit 22 percent 
and surprisingly health care 21 percent this is significant because Clinton campaigned hard on the issues of 
the economy and health care Clinton did well among voters who chose those as important issues the deficit 
second on the list perhaps thanks to Ross Perot it was the cornerstone of his campaign let's look at the 
issues that mattered least abortion a major topic at last summer's GOP convention just 11% chose it as 
important foreign policy the president's strong point only 8% cared about it and the environment painting Al 
Gore is an environmental extremist was a top priority of the bush-quayle campaign but only six percent said 
the environment was driving their vote and Dan finally family values came in fourth which | think might 
surprise some political experts because they poo pooed it as a non-issue well the so-called experts including 
this one or so often Long Goodbye this time it's moot because the only thing that counts now is your vote yes 
we're going to say again if you haven't voted make the effort get yourself down to the polling place take 
someone with you to the polling place then come back and watch our coverage remember the polls are still 
open in most areas of the country we're talking at this hour about some states that by our CBS News 
estimates 
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states that by our CBS News estimates and let me pause and say that over the years CBS News has been 
the most conservative in saying when a when a race has been decided in a state have been by far the most 
accurate over the years so when we Say that a decision is in we're pretty confident that that is true now we 


will not in the presidential race say a new president has been elected or that our present president has been 
re-elected until we're absolutely certain of that there is no question at this hour that the clinton-gore ticket is 
off to a good start why do we say that because Vermont and New Hampshire frequently Republican states 
have both fallen into place for the clinton-gore ticket also Georgia very important state hard-fought state 
many Republicans felt well if we can't hold on to Georgia we're going to have an extremely difficult time they 
didn't if the states in blue you see Georgia New Hampshire and Vermont we put in the Clinton column that 
gives him 20 electoral votes Indiana after a longer time to count it than normally takes we estimate it goes in 
the column for George Bush and vice president Quayle that of course being a vice president quails home 
state so that's how we get 22 twelve of the boat keep your eye on Florida that's what we're looking at here 
now the bush quail campaign probably has to have both Florida and Texas now to make the mathematics go 
for them no decision in Florida bush was widely expected to win in Florida because he carried it in 1988 and 
Ronald Reagan carried it twice before however the indications were all during the day that it was tick tight in 
Florida keep your eye on it Ed Bradley what looks like good news for Bill Clinton and bad news for the 
president of the Clinton is winning the senior vote in Florida 53 to 35% and that's a big vote in the state of 
Florida and 12% of the seniors say that their own financial situation is better 43 percent say it's worse but 
he's still getting that vote and also in Florida 22 percent said that they had a close friend or relative who was 
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close friend or relative who was affected by Hurricane Andrew and the president was down there for that but 
Clinton is getting more than half of those voters want to emphasize however that we do not have a call in 
Florida not not as yet we don't have enough information to make an estimate on how it's going to go at this 
moment is clearly the most important state since the polls have closed there and we're looking for some kind 
of decision soon but as close as it's been in Florida we may not get it Mike Wallace you've been watching 
listening making a few phone calls what are you tracking then this test is going to leave the vote counting 
and the pundit treat to you and Connie and Bob and my colleague Ed Bradley tonight here we're gonna be 
talking about things like voter turnout which is said to be very heavy all across the country despite some bad 
weather across the country we're going to have an abbreviated film festival of commercials which most of the

about a day before reality sets in campaigns are exhilarating governing his sober hard business and the 
country does face some problems that haven't been much talked about what about race the oldest American 
problem both candidates skirted the issue Bill Clinton kept Jesse Jackson practically hidden and kept his 
own appeal to black voters muted in order to win in the white suburbs might be understandable in a political 
campaign but in a possible way for a caring 
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but in a possible way for a caring president to behave what about the people sleeping in the streets of every 
large city and intolerable situations for a country that calls itself great what about the rusting bridges and 
streets and highways with potholes all three candidates promise jobs and healthcare for everybody easy to 
promise hard to deliver in a time of fiscal restraint hardly even have to mention the great dangers in the 
breakup of the Soviet Union not what's talked about in the campaign including potential nuclear dangers 
atrocities are occurring in ex-yugoslavia candidates can avoid facing these facts a president of the United 
States cannot so a day or two of celebration for the new president whoever he may be then thousands of 
days of dilemmas and we can all come together pretty soon now Dan and wish him good judgment and good 
luck right you are Charles at this hour Quentin we believe has carried New Hampshire Vermont and Georgia 
for 20 electoral votes President Bush has carried Indiana for a total of 12 electoral votes 270 needed to win 


the polls have closed in Kentucky Florida South Carolina and Virginia but in all of those races as of this 
moment it's too close to call our CBS News coverage of campaign 92 will continue in a moment stay here 
with us [Music] grunts and real estate Ross Perot has no electoral votes from any state he may not get any 
however nationally on what we know so far Perot is running much stronger than third party candidates 
usually do he's 
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third party candidates usually do he's running roughly in the sixteen to seventeen percent range at the 
moment we'll keep you abreast of that as time goes along keep your eye for the moment on two states 
Florida and Virginia these become almost must-have states for George Bush particularly Florida no decision 
in either of those states yet although the polls have closed their best news is a night for a Bill Clinton is that 
he carried Georgia best news of the night for President Bush so far is that he has carried one state in that is 
Indiana let's check in with our three CBS news correspondents who covered the campaign's every step of

Eastern Time hundreds of people as you see have been waiting out here in the rain to hear what Bill Clinton 
has to say this town of a quarter million people it's like the Superbowl dropped in on the Detroit or a Des

go to the map and we want to show you put the map up again and see how tonight's electoral vote count has 
changed Georgia went for Ronald Reagan twice went for George Bush in 1988 gone outta here for Bill 
Clinton up in the Northeast Vermont and New Hampshire both of which normally go Republican ditto West 
Virginia as we mentioned with unemployment so high there was expected to go for Clinton but important for 
him he got it dead Bradley on the presidential desk why is Ohio so tight generally Ohio is a state that shades 
the Republicans in presidential races well it is and it's it's closed because of the economy it's a state that's 
doing better in some areas than than most other states we took a look at how the voters felt about the 
economy they're in about a quarter of them said that they were doing better this year than they were four 
years ago and President Bush wins those votes twenty-eight percent say they're doing worse and and Bill 
Clinton is getting 
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worse and and Bill Clinton is getting those votes the battleground we'll be on the 44 percent who say who 
say that they're doing the same and that battleground those people don't fall on either side because Ohio 
more than most states has a huge percentage of independent voters almost half of the voters in Ohio are 
registered as independents so that you don't have a natural constituency there that's gonna fall for your party 
and | might also add taking a look at North Carolina dan that Clinton is doing six point better than Dukakis did 
in 1988 that's the same picture that we saw in Georgia thanks Ted Bradley on the presidential desk waiting 
for results the polls have closed in North Carolina and Ohio don't have decisions there West Virginia Falls for 
Clinton Clinton is out to an early lead in the electoral college vote but let me pause and say that does not 
mean not by a longshot that the election is over polls are still open in many places around the country as we 


have before we want to pause and say if you haven't voted please vote take somebody with you it does 
matter wherever you think the race is going to go don't listen to anybody who says well you know | think it's 
already been decided or it won't make much difference Bologna's it matters your vote matters please go out 
and vote if you haven't done so already now joining us now is Ron Brown the chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee mr.

lot of talk tonight about strategy and how did we make this happen and what strategic decisions were made 
when if Bill Clinton wins tonight it's because he has been one extraordinary candidate and | believe is going 
to be a great president for it he has a real vision for the future that's what this administration has been lacking 
the American people don't expect every solution to work but they do expect the President to try some things 
to get our country back on track again Bill Clinton is going to be putting forth an agenda for the future which 
is going to say we've got to try some things you've got to make some tough decisions we've got to focus on 
what is best in America | think that's the kind of leadership we're going to see Ron Brown please let's keep 
the camera on Ron Brown folks if you're out there saying why is this men smiling | will tell you why he's 
smiling the Democrats have carried Georgia which Ron Brown and every other Democrat was worried they 
were having three thousand calorie attacks over weather night they could carry Georgia they carried it that's 
one reason he's smiling the other of course is as they're out to an early lead in electoral college German 
Brown thank you for being with us dad could | just add you | want to reinforce your message and that is that 
there are still millions of Americans who have not yet voted they've got to get out and participate in our

know Stanford in North Carolina Glenn and Ohio some rather entrenched incumbents or having the fights of 
a lot of these are two of the hottest races the one you just mentioned the one in North Carolina where Terry 
Sanford 75 year old senator is seeking a second term in a real fight with Locke Faircloth 64 year old a 
businessman that race at this point is so close that we can't make any characterization of how it is going 
much the same story in Ohio where John Glenn the astronaut is locked in a real battle with Mike DeWine the 
Lieutenant Governor out there one of the things at the beginning of this kind of election cycle people 
wondered about Dan is would a vote against the Persian Gulf War hurt or helped these senators both of 
these senators voted against going to war in the Persian Gulf we looked at that tonight Terry Sanford 23% of 
the people said that that war vote was important the people who thought that was important only 23% voted 
for Terry Sanford tonight John Glenn did a little bit better but he got only 40 percent of the people who 
thought that that that vote was important neither of these races have been decided but you can see that is a 


factor in these races | would ask him in a state like North Carolina which is a ding-dong battle between Bill 
Clinton and President Bush opposed have closed in North Carolina it's very close could a Clinton victory in

governor's race yes we do the polls have closed in five of those states we have four winners there all 
Democrats let's take a look at these boards in Indiana home of Dan and Marilyn Quayle governor Evan Bayh 
is the big winner he's the nation's youngest governor only 36 years old beating Lindley Pearson who is the 
state Attorney General in Vermont Democratic governor Howard Dean is the incumbent he's the nation's only 
governor who is also a physician he's the big winner tonight in North Carolina former governor Jim Hunt is 
the winner he'll be returned to the State House he went home to the farm for a few years and came right 
back there you see it right there in West Virginia the Democratic winner is Gaston Caperton he's the 
incumbent beating Cleve Benedict who is a former congressman incidentally Dan Gaston Caperton in 1988 
when he first ran for governor promised that he wouldn't raise taxes and then turned around right after the 
inauguration and raised taxes twice his popularity dipped to 14% and he worked it all the way back up and 
he won tonight let's see if President Bush can do the same all right Connie Chung what a remind you that the 
the big core vote the largest collection of electoral votes in the nation 54 electoral votes is in California and 
the Western West Coast tier Washington State Oregon California that tier states it's going to be a long time 
before we know how they voted it's another reason to stay 
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they voted it's another reason to stay tuned it's also a reason for me to remind you that their race is below 
the top of the ticket to be decided in all of these states too big Senate races in California alone we right now 
have our focus on Florida Kentucky Virginia Ohio and North Carolina polls close in those states win and if we 
get results in those states you're going to know more about how this election is going to go in the early going 
it's inescapable Bill Clinton is off to a very good early start why do we say that well first of all he's carried two 
states in the upper northeast that normally go Republican that would be New Hampshire and Vermont also

want to be proud of the man that | vote for that's why way back | voted for Dwight Eisenhower while after that 
| voted for Jack Kennedy this year | voted for conviction for intellect for capacity pride perhaps will come later 
also Dan we asked today voters what qualities were most important to them in deciding who they were going 
to vote for here the results most of them 37% of them said they voted for change and six of the 10 voters 
who voted for change voted for Bill Clinton next best plan whatever that means best plan finally only 18

sound bites and photo ops and that sort of thing there hasn't been a significant killer ad or a sound bite or a

of those results later on we have our focus on the presidential race bill clinton leads in the presidential race 
now has a wide margin over of george bush let's show you how close it is in texas the polls have been 
closed in texas for quite a while 32 electoral votes there's no way George Bush can win if he carries Texas 
he may not win if he does but there's no way he can win if he doesn't carry Texas Bush with 42% of the vote 
Clinton with 40 Ross Perot with 18% which may be part of the problem that George Bush is having and 
carrying the state this is with only six percent of the Texas precincts reporting these are votes actually in and 
tabulated yes we interviewed voters as they came out of the polls for our so-called exit polls but we don't 
have enough information yet on which we could say with confidence what Texas is going to go this way or 
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what Texas is going to go this way or that Texas in Florida now are absolutely essential to any chance for 
George Bush scratching his way back into the race let's go over to Mike Wallace who's been talking the voter 
turnout how does it look Mike is always talk well boater turnout is high is it really high this time it's become

but this time when they tuned in to MTV they heard a lot of noise about voting MTV blasted its cable outlets 
with Rock the Vote a get out the vote message aimed at first-time voters well [Music] also on TV non-voting 
Jews got a guilt trip from Jackie Mason 1 million Jews aren't even registered which means that Jews are not 
even concerned about the things that most concerning the Jews are you starting to feel guilty even the 
Maidenform underwear company got into the get-out-the-vote act and finally 
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the get-out-the-vote act and finally sensibly it became a lot easier this time in a lot of places to register to 
vote in 8 states people could sign up to vote while they renewed their driver's licenses and that alone added 
more than a million eligible voters and that motor voter registration business stand is important because

percent of the newly registered voters usually turnout and go to the polls 85 percent of the newly registered 
voters you know something I'm not absolutely certain our statistics say if you register 85% of you are gonna 
vote with a new registration thanks Mike Wallace we all know that this has been a most unusual election year 
in this election night is turning out to be an unusual one Bill Clinton office such a large early lead but he is not 
not yet even assured of victory much less being assured of a avalanche which many people have talked 


about we want to try something unusual or so tonight to something we've never done before here at CBS

there was there were some historic changes in the Senate where female candidates made inroads but little 
change in the size of the Democratic majority there were 35 Senate seats up for grabs Democratic 
candidates shown in blue won 21 seats while Republican candidates shown in red managed to win 14 seats 
before last night the Senate looked like this Democrats held 57 seats and Republicans were sitting in 43 with 
yesterday's 21 Democratic and 14 Republican wins there is a net gain for the Democrats of one seat so the 
new Senate resembles the old with Democrats holding 58 seats and the Republicans with 42 there were 
three Senate incumbents who lost their seats in North Carolina Republican Lok Faircloth defeated one-term 
Democratic senator Terry Sanford in Wisconsin Democrat russell Feingold B two-term Republican Senator 
Bob casted and in California Republican John Seymour lost his appointed seat to former San Francisco 
mayor Dianne Feinstein Feinstein and another winner Democrat Barbara Boxer are making history together 
in California becoming the first two female senators elected in the same state boxer was elated Dianne 


Feinstein and Barbara Boxer walking up those steps to the United States Senate knocking on the door and it 
opens and we all come inside [Applause] in illinois carol moseley-braun added to games made in what's 
being called the year of the woman bronze anger over the clarence thomas 
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bronze anger over the clarence thomas hearings turned her into a candidate and she becomes the first black 
woman ever elected to the Senate and in Washington State patty Murray a Democrat who proudly calls 
herself a mom in tennis shoes also won her Senate race all in all a record six women will be in the Senate 
next year and that is double the numbers serving now in Pennsylvania though Democrat linier Cole failed to 
unseat Republican Arlen Specter who came under fire for his role in the Clarence Thomas hearings other 
winners include Democrat Ben Nighthorse Campbell of Colorado he becomes the first Native American 
elected to the Senate and new faces in the Senate will include democrat byron Dorgan of North Dakota 
Republican Dirk Kempthorne of Idaho Republican Judd Gregg of New Hampshire and robert bennett 
republican from utah and in the House of Representatives despite the anti-incumbency mood among voters 
many veterans were turned taking a look at the big picture Democrats held a firm grip on the house before 
last night with 266 seats to the Republicans 166 and that is little changed this morning CBS News estimates 
the Republicans have gained eight new seats with the Democrats now holding 258 seats to the Republicans 
174 three seats remain independent or undecided coming up we'll review other election results and check 
the nation's weather forecast and Barry Petersen will report on how the rest of the world is viewing Bill
